Scott's Bay, Nova Scotia 

Winter frost means more than Just 
cold weather in Scott's Bay, Nova 
Scotia. It may bring pocket money 
to amethyst hunters next spring. 
When the thaw sets in they will 
pick the purple-hued stones from 
the shore of amethyst quartz outcrop 
at the face of cliffs around the cove. 

Cyrus Steele of Scott's Bay de¬ 
scribed amethyst hunting as a "catch- 
as-catch-can” buatngfe, ~ > b ut he agjd 
sales of amethysts to tourists nave In¬ 
creased ten-fold In the last six or 
seven years. Some of them find their 
way Into brooches, lockets and rings, 
but tourists who drive along the | 
North Mountains like to buy the un¬ 
finished rocks in which amethysts 
nestle. 

The only billboards the summer 
tourists see as they drive through 
the hill country say “Amethysts For 
Sale.” W. R. Palmeter, a jeweller 
in nearby Kentville, said the stones 
meant a 5100,000 a year business to 


Not for the first time has it been said that a more intensive develop¬ 
ment of the natural resources, other than those of the top six Inches of 
the soil, in the three prairie provinces should be prosecuted, as an aid to 
their chief Industry—agriculture. 

With markets for export wheat gradually restricting Instead of expand¬ 
ing, as they should do to keep pace with the extension of wheat growing 
areas in this and other countries in recent decades, farmers themselves 
have come to the conclusion that bountiful yields are more likely to prove 
embarrassing than a solution to the grain growers' problem, unless some 
agreement can be reached between the exporting countries to curtail pro¬ 
duction, directly or indirectly. 

If, as seems probable at this date, no export quota agreement can be 
made effective as between the big four exporting countries, the problem of 
the wheat grower in Western Canada will have to be attacked from some 
other angle if wheat farmers are to be able to reap reasonable returns for 
their labors without adventitious aid from the government which means, 
of course, assistance from the taxpayers of the country. 

It is true, of course, that for the current crop year wheat farmers are 
receiving aid from the government in the form of a guaranteed fixed mini¬ 
mum price for their product, but even though the guaranteed price is re¬ 
garded by farmers as lower than it should be to ensure maintenance of a 
good standard of living, estimates place the loss to the country as a whole 
at a very substantial figure. 

If the farmers’ oententions are correct, and it would be difficult to re¬ 
fute them, it means that had the minimum guaranteed fixed price been set 
at an adequate figure, the subsidy which the Dominion would have been 
called upon to pay would have been very much greater and, if existing world 
demand continues on the present day plane, ppssibly beyond the ability of 
the country to finance over a period of years and more so would this be 
the case in years of heavy yields which would tend to further depress prices

Many Solutions Offered 

Faced with these probabilities, it would appear to be the part of wis¬ 
dom for the prairie governments, the federal government and the farmers 
themselves to canvass the possibility nf placing western agriculture on a 
less precarious basis and to seek in other directions a more or less perma¬ 
nent solution of the problem; in other words, to determine what policies 
may be devised to enable agriculture in Western Canada to stand on its 
own feet, rather than remain dependent for any length of time on an in¬ 
adequate price fixing policy. 

Many solutions to the problem have been offered by experts and some 
who perhaps do not fall within that category. They include greater diversi¬ 
fication, greater per capita home consumption of wheat, the use of wheat 
and its by products in industry for which either domestic and export mar¬ 
kets or both might be found, campaigns to encourage greater consumption 
of Canadian wheat in existing customer countries, curtailment of produc¬ 
tion by agreement or otherwise and expansion of home markets through 
more intensive and progressive development of other resources of the west¬ 
ern country. 

If efforts are to be made to place Western agriculture on a self-sustain¬ 
ing basis and this, it must be agreed, is the most desirable objective if 
possible of attainment, it may be safely said that no single one of the 
panaceas above enumerated will serve the purpose. Rather, the objective 
is more likely to be achieved by a combination of several of them.

A Lonesome Job 


Seeking A Warden For The Island Of 
The Calf Of Man 

The National Trust are seeking a 
warden for the Calf of Man, an 
island property some five miles in 
circumference, and separated from 
the Isle of Man by a channel a quarter 
of a mile across.

ly representative of the town. 
Our ambitions have not mater¬ 
ialized as rapidly as we have 
wished, but still the goal shines < 
as brightly as ever. The condi¬ 
tions that prevailed prior to 
1929 are changed owing to what 
is generally termed “the depres¬ 
sion,” which necessarily curtail¬ 
ed newspaper revenues as it did 
in all other enterprises. 

P UBLISHING a newspaper is 
in a class by itself. A re¬ 
tail merchant sells goods on 
which he sets a price above the I 
wholesale cost to leave a profit 
after providing for selling costs. 

A newspaper sells one thing on¬ 
ly-white space. The goodwill 
it may create is an asset of 
intangible nature; you cannot 
set any value on it and sell it to 
individual purchasers at a profit. 
Yet it cannot thrive on goodwill 
only. Its revenue is derived 
from the sale of advertising 
space and subscriptions. 

I T IS no idle boast or made in 
a bragging spirit when we 
state that Coleman would miss 
the publication of a weekly 
newspaper. It reflects as much 
as possible the community ac¬ 
tivities, giving publicity, usually 
free, to community enterprises, 
and the opportunity to all to ex¬ 
press their individual opinions 
on matters of general interest. 

I N COMPARISON with t 
amount of money invested in 
the average retail business con¬ 
cern, a newspaper, even a week¬ 
ly newspaper such as The Jour- ] 
nal, has to tie up far more capital 
and gets less return than in any 
other business. It also requires 
trained men for its mechanical 
production who serve several 
years apprenticeship, while the 
duties of those engaged in its 
news work is not confined to an 
eight hour day as in other indus-1 
tries. 

I T IS pride in the paper that 
urges every worthwhile news¬ 
paper worker, from the delivery 
boys to the editor, to try and 
make each week better than the 
preceding. We are not unmind¬ 
ful of the fact that its mistakes 
are open to the world to critizise j 
and lambast, but it is all part of 
the day’s work as far as a news- f 
paper is concerned. A news¬ 
paper that is not occasionally 
the subject of vigorous criticism 
is a lifeless thing, and in truth 
is not fulfilling its true mission 
in interpreting or reviewing that 
great privilege of a democractic 
people—public opinion. 

F AITH in our newspaper ven¬ 
ture urges us to provide for 
better equipment and wider ex¬ 
pansion, so that The Journal 
may widen its sphere of influ¬ 
ence. From the run-down equip¬ 
ment which we acquired in 1927, 
we have managed to make im- 
provements from time to 
time, as rapidly as finances 
would permit. It has necessitat¬ 
ed the investment of money re¬ 
ceived from sources outside of! 
the earnings of the paper, with 
the hope that as time improve 
so would our faith in Coleman 
be repaid. 

A ND the end is not yet, by 
any means. In fact there 
is never any end to the improve¬ 
ments a newspaper is called on 
to make. It is a highly compet-l 


enthusiasm in the hope that 
eventually we will build up a 
newspaper plant and service 
which will do full justice to this 
community and of which it will 
at least have reasonable pride. 

«npHE people needs a chief, 
made resplendent by fame 
and victory; it does not want 
theories and governments, the 
phases and the oratory of the 
ideologues. Give the masses a 
toy! They will play with it, and 
allow themselves to be led—pro¬ 
vided always that the leader is 
adroit enough to hide his true 
aims! Here in Italy it is not 
necessary for me to be so cir¬ 
cumspect.” 

Most people on being asked 
to name who spoke those words 
would come to the conclusion it | 
was Mussolini. But they would 
be wrong. They were spoken 
about 130 years ago by the fa¬ 
mous general and emperor of | 
the French people, Napoleon. 
Human nature in the mass 
changes very little throughout] 
the centuries. We may acquire | 
a little more polish from educa¬ 
tion, but the barbaric instinct 
just lies dormant. 

N O MATTER what social 
welfare legislation or relief | 
measures may be instituted, they 
of little help to the individ¬ 
uals who lack the initiative or | 
energy to try and solve their] 
own problems. Too many lean 
on governments, and there has] 
been a tendency towards too 
much paternalism, encouraging 
laziness and thriftlessness on 
the part of those who claim the 
world owes them a living. All 
relief monies are paid by those 
who work, as are all taxes levied 
by governments.

Providing the 
purchaser purchases one-third of his 
total purchases in Alberta-made 
goods, the provincial government will 
award him a three per cent bonus, it 
being credited to his account in the 
treasury department. The merchant is 
enabled to get rid of these vouchers 
by depositing them in the treasury 
branch and writing out cash order 
forms to the wholesalers, or paying 
the government these cash order 
forms in lieu of cash for taxes, tele¬ 
phone bills, liquor, etc. 

Customers not paying their bills 
. once a month will not be credited with 
bonus. 

To the merchant there would 'be no 
cash bonus on his money lying in the 
branch, his bonus would be in increas¬ 
ed business. 

Regarding saving accounts, the 
government were offering two per 
cent on money lying in the treasury 
for six months, and two and a half 
, per cent on accounts lying there for 
a year or more. 

Mayor Pattinson, as chairman, 
thanked Mr. Baker for his explana¬ 
tion of treasury branches. A public 
meeting will be held in the Legion 
clubroom tonight, when Mr, Baker 
will give an address. Mr. Duke will 
also be present.
